Child Brought to Court—Judge 
Allows Woman To Go to Wit- 
ness Room with It—Her 
Sobs Could Be Heard by 
the Court.

Richmond, Va., December 31.—(Special.) 
The habeas corpus proceedings brought 
by Mrs. Ella Amelia Morris to recover 
the custody of her infant Dense 
Gladys, from her father, Dr. orsey L. 
Morris, were dismissed by Judge Witt, 
of the hustings court, today after a some- 
what sensational hearing. The case was 
gone into just far enough to show that it 
would: prove very spicy. Mrs. Morris, a 
prepossessing little woman, was accom- 
panied in court by her father, Mr. Spear, 
of Sanford, Fla. Counsel for Dr. Morris 
wanted the hearing to be held in private, 
but, counsel for Mrs. Morris objected, 
on the.ground that their client’s character 
had been publicly assailed by the filing 
of divorce’ proceedings, and Judge Witt 
sustained the view. 

The scene was most affecting when the 
blue-eyed Httle baby was brought into 
the courtroom by the colored nurse. The 
mother held cut her arms, and in a 
choked, supplicating voice, cried: 

“Gladys, come to mamma!” 

A railing separated mother and child 
and it seemed as if the young mother 
was about to become hysterical. It was 
the first time since the child had been 
taken from her that she had laid é@yes on 
it and Judge Clopton asked that the court 
give Mrs. Morris permission to see her 
child. Dr. Morris turned to his counsel 
and protested, but Judge Witt ordered 
that she be permitted to retire with 
the baby to the witness room. 

The instant the permission wds accorded 
Mrs. Morris jumped from her seat and 
fairly flew toward the baby, and as the 
door closed on mother and child the 
former's sobs could be distinctly heard. 
It developed that injunction proceedings 
had already been instituted in Manches- 
ter and the habeas corpus was dismissed. 


The child is to remain in the father’s | 


custody, not subject to any order Judge 
Ingram, of Manchester, may issue. 


SAVANNAH BANKERS HAPPY. 


Clearings for Year Show Increase of 
$107,000,000. 

Savannah, Ga., December 31.—(Spectal.) 
Savannah's bank clearings for the year 
1900 are $246,313,844.04. This eclipses pre- 
vious records and is an {increase over the 
previous year of $107,000,000. The sum 
named represents the actual business 
handled by the Savannah banks for 1900 
and is not obtained by adding debits 
and credits or including fictitious items. 
The heavy increase is attributed by the 
bankers here to the greatly increased 
prices paid for cotton, lumber and naval 
stores, the increased amounts of money 
taken by country banks, especially for the 
carrying of cotton, and the number of 
large land deals which have been made 
by Savannah naval stores factors, The 
heaviest business was done in August 
and September, for which months the 
clearings were over thirty million each. 
The business men of Savannah are con- 
fident there is no other city in the south 
that can beat this record. 

Savannah's foreign exports for the year 
were $50,000,000, an increase of $22,000,000. 
The domestic exports were as much 
again. The imports through the custom 
house were $512,456, an increase of $109,126 
over the previous year.

North Carolina Supreme Bench 
Without a Head, 


ChItE JUSTICE |S DEAD 


His Funeral Yesterday at LaGrange, 
N. C.—Politicians Are Already 
at Work for a Successcr. 
Governor Would Like 
tire Office.

Most of the talk here today among re- 
publicans was as to whom Governor Rus- 
sell would appoint chief justice to succeed 
W.. T. Faircloth, whose sudden death at 
Goldsboro has been reported. It is said 
by some republicans that doubtless D. M. 
like Faircloth, is a repub- 
lican, will be promoted to the chief jus- 
ticeship and the vacancy thus made will 
be filled by the appointment of E. W. 
Timberlake, now a superior court judge; 
Charles A. Conk, a member of the gov- 
ernor’s staff and one of his special cousel 
in various suits, or Augustus M. Moore, 
now judge of the eastern criminal circuit, 
whose term expires about January 10th. 
Furches has two years yet to serve, so 
has Faircloth. Furches is a good lawyer. 
One republican declared that Governor 
Russell did not like Furches because the 
latter had gone against him, the case 
involving the validity of the fusion rail- 
way commissioners’ appointments. 

Other republicans express a belief that 
Senator Butler wants a justiceship and 
that Governor Russell will appoint him; 
that then Russell will resign and Charles 
A. Reynolds, now lieutenant governor, 
thus becoming governor, will appoint 
Russell senator. This would give Rey- 
nolds his heart’s desire, a term, if but a 
brief one, of governor; Russell a little 
turn in the senate and Butler a good 
place for a couple of years. 

It is asserted by some people that 
United States District Attorney Claude 
Bernard, who has for some time been 
quite shaky as to his reappointment, fears 
that Senator Butler wants his place. 

The funeral of Chief Justice Faircloth 
was held at LaGrange today. Among 
those who attended were Governor Rus- 
sell, Associate Justice Clarke, and ex- 
Chief Justice Sheperd. 

It is stated late tonight to be probable 
that Governor Russell will become chief 
justice and that he will certainly take 
that position if the bar indorses him. Re- 
publican leaders say he or Charles A, 
Cook will be chief justice. 

It is sald by some of the fertilizer man- 
ufacturers in thts gtate that their orders 
for their product for the spring planting 
are more than twice as great as those 
last year. This fs construed to mean a 
vast increase in cotton acreage. All sorts 
of pressure will be brought to bear on 
the farmers to prevent them from plant- 
ing a large crop, but they are extremely 
hard to influence. 

James H. Pou, democratic ex-chairman, 
says he sees a way, and only one way 
to get at the true value of real property. 
Under the present law a man has to 
make oath as to the value of his personal 
property. 

Mr. Pou says a similar oath should be 
required as to the value of land, and that 
the law should plainly state that such 
sworn valuation by the owner should 
bind him in legal matters. For instance, 
if he were a surity or wanted credit he 
would be told that his land value was, 
by his own oath, such, and such a sum. 

A walk through the cotton fields now 
shows how nearly a great “top crop’’ 
was missed. Two weeks more of frostless 
weather would have matured it. About 
seven new bolls to the stalk were almost 
mature. 

The late Governor Elias Carr once as- 
sured me, in the course of a walk through 
cotton fields, that cotton was a prolific 
source of malaria. The decay of the leaf 
at the period of ripening, he said, pro- 
duced this effect. He said he had made 
several tests, all of which but confirmed 
his belief. A farmer near here yesterday 
made the very same remark, saying it 
was the result of his own observation. 
The odor of the cotton stalks and leaves 
is very pecullar ‘and t{ntense. Animals 
are aware of this, rabbits especially, and 
make use of it for safety from dogs. 

Judge Augustus M. Moore's long and 
critical illness ts ended and he is attend- 
ing to his duties as criminal judge. He 
today began a term of Cumberland court. 
There are ‘three capital cases—John 
Burns, charged with the murder of Wat- 
son Cameron; Lewis Council, charged 
with rape, and Melissa Clegg, charged 
with child murder. 

There is a lively cigarette war on in 
North Carolina—anti-trust cigarettes, 
made in Wilson, against those made by 
the trust. More cigarettes are made in 
this district in North Carolina than in 
any other in the United States cave two. 

The state owns two-thirds of the stock 
in the Atlantic. and North Carolina rail- 
way. Pressure will be brought to bear 
upon the legislature to induce it to sell 
its stock. 

At Goldsboro a negro Jew arrived yes- 
terday. He is a Mason and Odd Fellow, 
and speaks and writes Hebrew’ fluently. 
He is from the region In Africa border- 
ing upon Abyssinia and is a sailor. He 
deserted his ship at Newport News be- 
cause of the cruelty of its captain.

DIRT 1S BROKEN 
UN NEW ROAD 


Brunswick People Were Happy 
Yesterday, 


MACHEN 1S TOAST OF ALL 


President of Road Wired When Cere- 
monies Began—Speeches Made 
by Prominent Citizens. 
There Was Great 
Enthusiasm. 


Brunswick, Ga., December 31.— 
(Special.)—The first shovelful of dirt on 
the right of way of the Brunswick and 
Birmingham railroad was thrown this 
afternoon by Mayor D. D. Atkinson and 
Mayor-Elect N. Emanuel, in-the pres- 
ence of a large number of the representa- 
tive business men of Brunswick and sev- 
eral prominent New Yorkers. In keeping 
with the quiet but determined policy that 
Colonel Machen has pursued since the 
road was first proposed, there was no 
newspaper hurrah before the work was 
started, but to day the people assembled 
had the privilege @f viewing the breaking 
of dirt on a railroad that was only char- 
tered two weeks ago. Later they saw 
nearly one hundred men at work push- 
ing the roadbed over the right of way 
for all it is worth and tonight Chief En- 
gineer L. W. Robert states that he will 
have several miles of road bed fully gra- 
ded before the end of January. 

When dirt was broken today, every 
business interest of Brunswick and Glynn 
county was represented in the crowd of 
interested spectators and as Mayor At- 
kinson and Mayor-Elect’ Emanuel cast 
the first shovelfuls a great enthusiasm 
filled the .assembled crowd and as first 
cannon boomed forth, merchants and 
bankers, city and county officials, clerks 
and brokers,staid business men and young 
and old‘men, grabbed for picks an 
shovels and in the spirit of the occasion 
threw their work into the starting of 
this, Brunswick's great railroad project. 

The first cannon was fired by Editor 
William 8. Irvine an enthusiastic and 
one of the first advocates of the road; 
the second by Mayor Atkinson, and the 
third by Mayor-elect Emanuel. Then 
while the cannon continued to boom, 
Colonel Charles P. Goodyear, of Good- 
year dynamite fame, was called for and 
made a speech fitting for the occasion. He 
referred to the great good to come to 


Brunswick through the building of this | 


line to Birmingham and the consequent 
splendid results to be obtained by all 
the towns and cities along the proposed 
route, with Birmingham as an Alabama 
terminal, through which the great coal 
and iron fields of Georgia’s sister state 
were to be tapped for the ificrease in 
Brunswick’s shipping tonnage and ex- 
port trade. Colonel Goodyear also paid 
a lengthy and splendid tribute to the in- 
domitable energy of President E. C. 
Machén, who is at the head of the great 
undertaking, and almost every sentence 
was cheered sincerely. It was a demon- 
stration for President Machen and those 
who took part in it were the most con- 
servative of business men. 

Brunswick is back of Colonel Machen 
with all her good will, right of ways, ma- 
chine shop sites, and deep water termi- 
nals, while from all along the proposed 
route come letters and telegrams that 
the people all the way along are equally 
enthused and will back President Machen 
and his associates for all they are worth. 
Many towns and cities are competing:«to 
secure the road, and with ample financial 
backing in the north and east President 
Machen has comparatively easy sailing 
for his new line. 

The unlimited confidence shown in him 
by the people along the proposed route 
has helped wonderfully in showing eas- 
tern capital what a good thing it is and 
at the coming Brunswick and Birming- 
ham railroad convention, to be held in 
Brunswick next month, representatives 
from along the line in Georgia and Ala- 
bama will be brought together to meet 
those from the east and north who are 
putting up several mNlion dollars to help 
President Machen put his road through. 
Glynn county commissioners have do- 
nated the entire county convict force to 
work on the roadbed to the end of the 
county line and they are now throwing 
up dirt at a lively rate. Ten thouand 
tons of steel rails have been contracted 
for and the first shipment will be here 
in a few days. All the machinery for the 
car and engine works has been ordered 
and the immense cotton mill plant that 
has been donated by the city for machine 
shops is now being put in readiness to 
receive It. 

Engineer Roberts expects to put the 
full surveying corps in the field at once 
and several men will arrive within two 
weeks with expert railroad contractors 
to- assist the large force now engaged in 
throwing up the roadbed and blazing out 
the right of way across Georgia through 
the Alabama line and into Montgomery 
and Birmingham. 

This afternoon when the ceremonies 
incident to the breaking of the first dirt 
had been concluded, Assistant Secretary 
Cc. W. Deming wired President Machen 
congratulations on the event and in reply 
received the following: 

‘Brunswick has closed the dying cen- 
tury by beginning what will link her un- 
rivaled waters with the most remarkable 
iron center on earth. May every man, 
woman and child along its ronte live to 
see it finished and rejoice that It was be- 
gun.”

UUDICILS BROKER 


Botto Gets a Life Interest in 
$35,000, 


FULL STORY OF THE CASE 


Botto Was a Companion to Mrs. Ir- 
vin’s Son—Although Twenty- 
four Years His Senior, the 
Widow Married Botto. 

Her Will Contested. 


Louisville, Ky., December 31.—In the 
Botto will case, a jury in the common 
Pleas division of the Jefferson county cir- 
cuit court this evening returned a verdict 
that broke the three codicils to the will 
of Mrs. Florence Irvin Botto and sus- 
tained the will. The effect of this verdict 
is to give’ Will Botto a life interest in 
$35,0W, and to his mother, Cloteal B. 
Botto, $15,000 in cash and one-eighth of 
the residuary estate. 

The estate devised by. Mrs. Botto is es- 
timated at from $200,000 to $250,000. The 
testatrix was a Miss McHarry and inher- 
ited a fortune from her father, Captain 
McHarry. She first married Captain 
James F, Irvin and ultimately conveyed 
to him in fée simple her entire property, 
which he managed successfully. At his 
death he left the estate to his wife for 
life, with the right of devise. 

Mrs. Cloteal B. Botto and her son, Wil- 
liam M. Botto, whom Mrs. Irvin subse- 
quently married, became intimately ac- 
quainted with Mrs. Irvin in 1894 and this 
intimacy culminated in the marriage, and 
in Mrs. Botto becoming Mrs. Irvin's most 
intimate woman friend and the manager 
of all her affairs. Mrs. Irvin was twenty- 
four years older than Botto and a few 
years his mother’s senior. 

Mrs. Irvin Botto died February 12, 1909, 
and it developed that she had left a will 
with threa codicile. The will was made 
a few days after the death of her only 
child, Guy: Irvin. and before her mar- 
riage to William M. Botto. He was given 
in the will a life interest in $35,000, and 
his mother $15,000 fn cash and one-eighth 
of the residuary estate. All the codicils 
increased the share of Mrs. Botto and 
her son until William M.: Botto’s share 
was one-third of the entire estaté a 
furnished residence and one-th -d of 1e 
residuary, and his mother’s was over 
$50,000 in cash and one-third of the resid- 
uary. In making these increases in the 
Bottos’ shares a number of the orignal 
devisees were either completely cut off or 
their bequests materially reduced. <A 
number. of local charitable institutions 
were handsomely remembered in the will. 
but suffered greatly in the codicils at the 
expense of the Bottos. Three of Captain 
Irvin’s relatives and a brother of Mrs. 
Irvin Botto were given life interests in 
$12,000 cash. At their deaths these sums 
were to go into the residuary, as were 
other smaller life interests. 

There were two sets of contestants, the 
heirs of Captain Irvin and Mrs. Irvin- 
Botto, who wished to upset the will and 
codicils, and their interests were prac- 
tically pooled, and the devisees under the 
will, who sought to eliminate the Bottos 
from the will itself and break the codi- 
cils. 

The general grounds of the sult were al- 
leged lack of testamentary capacity and 
alleged undue influence on the part of the 
Bottos. The most virtlent attacks were 
made on the characters of both Mrs. 
Cloteal B. Botto and William B. Botto, 
and a mass of testimony was introduced 
to show that Mrs, Irvin was incapable of 
making a will. 

W. M. Botto and Mrs. Irvin's son, 
Guy, were great friends. Guy Irvin bought 
a small stable of race horses and wher- 
ever he raced them Will Botto was his 
companion. While at New Orleans young 
Irvin died and from that time Mrs. Irvin's 
friendship for Botto increased, till their 
marriage, when it was stated by Mrs. 
Irvin’s friends that her affection for him 
was due to her son’s great liking for 
Botto. 

Before marrying Mrs. Irvin, Botto had 
married Belle Eastman, known also as 
Belle Archer. She is now in San Fran- 
cisco. The heirs belonging to Mrs. Irvin-

I am. greatly 
shocked and horrified that the first dav 
of my administration should be marred 
by such occurrences as are reported to 
have occurred in Henry and Perry coun- 
ties. I have not stopped to investigate 
the law in regard to having special terms 
to meet such emergencies, but I know 
that I can make no mistake in calling 
your attention to these occurrences, and 
ask you to put in motion whatever legal 
agencies we have to punish such of- 
fenses.

German students 
of economics analyze the situation as 
being the result of overproduction. In 
France there has been a collapse in 
the woo] market that has carried down 
extensive business concerns. In Eng- 
land ship owners are discouraged, and 
find great difficulty in making even a 
meager profit. In Scotland the weayv- 
ing trades are demoralized. Generally 
‘the shoe manufacturers are being in- 
terfered with by the invasion of Amer- 
ican goods. The outlook in all lines, 
2pparently, is for worse instead of bet. 
ter times. :

This is a view which we cannot ac- 
cept, since it is not based upon sound 
business principles. The seller must 
have a buyer. There has been a sud- 
den development of American trade,

buyer at our gates was clamorous. lie 
| was rendered doubly so in our cotton 
market by the competition of buyers 
within the gates, but even these, in 
saleg upon other buyers without. But 
victim of a panic, let the German be- 
come unable to pay for his purchases, 


let the French buyer shrivel up, and to 
whom will we sell our goods? The 
answer is plain that there can be no 
merely territorial prosperity—it must 
exist everywhere, else it will weaken. 
If stagnation strikes any of the coun- 
tries of christendom, the effect is 
bound to be felt all over. 

“These signs of distress abroad, then. 
should: be carefully considered. The 
wise man will keep his own affairs in 
his own hands. He will not be led 
astray by flaming handbills nor glow- 
ing speeches. He should avoid specu- 
lation, and leave it in the power of 
no man, at home or abroad, to press 
him. Thus fortified, he can take 4Ad- 
vantagé of all business opportunities of 
the day, and if the worst should un- 
fortunately come he will stand in- 
trenched. 

This advice is not: croaking—it is 
wisdom. In these days when a cen- 
tral hand can wreck so much, it is ex- 
pedient for the individual, more than 
ever, tg take care of himself. 

Nécrology for 1900.

and plan and toil and struggle.

The Judicial Salary Bill. 

The senate bill increasing the salaries 
of the United States jtidges is on the 
calendar of that body for the 3d_of 
January. It proposes to make the gal- 
ary of the chief justice of the United 
States $15,500, of each associate justice 
$15,000, of each. circuit judge $9 000, 
and of each district judge $7.500. 

This increase in the compensation of 
these most important judicial officers 
is certainly merited. The United 
States j al 

ates judges receive mich lese pay 
than the judges of the state courts in 
many of the states, and yet their juris- 
ety of quate ea ens Steak var 
a  ceteng ee ga most vital

velous advance in late years which has 
forced innumerable topics before these 
courts. To illustrate, Judge Newman 
has been compelled. to pass on many 
questions relating to freight rates. on 
which the prosperity of Atlanta and 
the northern district of Georgia de- 
pends, and these often comprehend in 
value millions of dollars, and the most 
far-reaching results) Judge Speer has 
done the same thing in his district. 
Upon both of these judges of late the 
bankruptcy legislation has imposed an 
enormous amount of work. Through 
these courts nearly all the commercial 
failures of the country are now adjust- 
ed and debts of defaulting creditors are 
collected. This involves a «great 
amount of labor. It is not overstating 
the fact to say that the bankrupt law 
has trebled the labors of the district 
judges, and has had the corresponding 
effect of bringing the United States 
courts much closer to the daily bust- 
ness of the people. These are but in- 
stances which might be largely multi- 
plied. 

A glance at the salaries of British 
judges will show by comparison how 
meager and inadequate is the pay of 
the federal judiciary. The lord chan- 
cellor of England receives $50,000 ana 
the lord chief justice $40,000. The chief 
justice of the supreme court of the 
United States, who does the work of 
both, and more, receives $10,500. Sixty- 
six judges in England, Scotland and 
Ireland receive in all each year about 
$1,592,500, whereas ninety-six United 
States judges in our country reteive in 
all each year $552,000. In other words, 
sixty-six British judges are paid $1,040,- 
000 more thar ninety-six United States 
judges. The salaries of sixty-six Brit- 
ish judges average $24,131, and the sal- 
aries of ninety-six federal judges aver- 
age $5,750. It will thus be seen that 
the average: annual salary of each 

tritish judge exceeds that of ‘each 
United States judge by about $48,381. 
While this is true, the population of 
Great Britain and Ireland is about 39,- 
000,000, while the total population of 


the United States isyover 76,000,000.

From these figures it will be seen 
that not half as many people in Great 
| Britain and Ireland living in a land 
| one-thirtieth as large as ours pay to 
their judges about three times as much 
each year’ as the United States pays 
her judges. Besides, under the English 
system they have chancellors in equity, 
justices in commbn law, justices of ap- 
peal in ordinary, masters of the rolls, 
land judges and judges in admfralty, 
whereas under our system upon one 
judge, namely, the judge of the district 
' court, is practically devoted all of the 
enormous jurisdiction thus divided in 
England among many. For performing 
all this judicial labor and preserving 
the rights of the people, so far as the 
jurisdiction extends, to one ‘hundred 
billions worth of property, we pay the 
| federal judiciary about one two-thou- 
sandths of one per cent on the property 
| SO preserved and so carefully preservec 
| by them. : 

While this is true, it is also true that 
the cost of'living is now much greater 
than it was when the salaries were 
fixed. 

And certainly it is but just to say 
that in the main the United States ju- 
diciary has deserved well of the peo- 
ple. Senator Hoar, in a recent speech 
before the Virginia Bar Association, 
ungrudgingly conceded that the-decis- 
ions of the federal courts had rendered 
nugatory and destroyed the reconstruc- 
tion m@Basures of congress which were 


The senator from Massa- 
chusetts conceded nothing more than 
the truth. In many cases the United 
States courts have carefully conserved 
the rights of the states. Certainly it 
is true that in Georgia there has been 
for years no complaint of our federal 
judges. Both of them are southern 
men; both native and to the cone 
born. Both are ex-conferate soldiers, 
and both successfully enforce the laws 
of the reunited country in a spirit of 
devotion to their duty, and yet with 
great kindness to the unfortunate 
whenever justice can be tempered with 
mercy. 

We learn that the bar of Macon, Au- 
gusta and Savannah have forwarded 
strong memorials to the senators and 
representatives in congress . asking 
their support of the pending measure, 
The bar of Atlanta and other cities 
of the south might well do the same 
thing, and we think that if our sena- 
tors and’ representatives in congress

but approbation therefor from the peo- 
ple of the state.

Constitution letters from Mr. Pap- 

penheimer and Misses Seargeant and 
Muse, discussing the English course in 
the Atlanta public schools. These letters 
have interested me so much that I ask 
the privilege of emphasizing some of their 
suggestions, 

The recognition of the supreme import- 
ance of English in education is among 
the,hopeful signs of our times; and how 
to teach Hnglish is one of the most dif- 
ficult problems with which thoughtful 
teachers afte now struggling. Miss Sear- 
geant calls’ attention, among . other 
things, to: 

1. The need of spelling courses. 

8. The fact that children have too little 
English. 

5. The inadequacy of the reading course. 

She tells us that pupils entering the 
high school are not able to read, write or 
speak correct English. 

My observation as a teacher has con- 
vinced me that English, to be thoroughly 
taught, must be developed from first to 
last along several distinct lines. 

Each grade shoudd have'a special course 
in literature adapted # the pupils’ devel- 
opment, This course should be made the 
pupils’ delight, as truly a delight as 
grandmother's Bible stories, grandfath- 
er’s bear stories or Uncle Remus’s:Br’er 
Rabbit stories. 

A spelling course is essential. In ‘It 
the pupil should study words as words, 
not only should he learn to write words 
correctly and to understand their mean- 
ing, but here he should gain fluency in 
pronunciation and acquire some ski} in 
using new words in speech. 

There should be a course in expression. 
This training should ke threefold, viz: 

I. 1. Interpretation—that is, reading; the 
expression of another’s thought and feel- 
ing. 

II. The expression of one’s own thought 
and feeling in—

Publishers’ Assctiation amd Typo- 
graphical Union Have Conference. 
Chicago, December 31.—A pamphlet wa6é 
issued here today containing a new plan 
of arbitration between the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ AsSocilation and 
the.International Typographical Union. 
The plan was devised in December by a 
Alfred Cowles, 
of the-€hicago Tribune; Mr. M. J. Lowen- 
stein, of the St. Louis Star, A. A. Mce- 
Cormick, of the Chicago Times-Herald, 
and Frederick Driscoll, commissioner, 
representing the publishers, while James 
M. Lynch, president I. T. U., Cc. B. 
Hawkes, vice president I. T. U., and J. 
W. Bramwood, secretary I. T. U., rep 
resented the executive council of the. In- 
ternational Typographical nion. 
, The board of directors of the Publishers 
Association have approved the plan and 
it is to be finally submitted for action 
at the approaching annual meeting of the 
association in New York in February. 
It provides in brief that if any pub- 
lisher having a contract with a lIocal 
union will agree to submit to arbitration 
any differences arising under the con- 
tract, the International Typographical 
Union will underwrite said contract and 
guarantee its execution.

WOMAN ELECTION MANAGER 
DEMANDS PAY FOR SERVICES 


ARY E. SMITH, the first female 
[| treenotses in Georgia to act in 

the capacity of election manager, is 
up in arms against the decision of the 
Marion county authorities in refusing to 
pay her for the’ services rendered the 
county in the presidential election of No- 
vember 6th. 

In a very dignified communication ad- 
dressed to Attorney General TerreH, Mrs. 
Mary Smith states that in the national 
election, in’ a precinct in her county, 
there was a deficiency of male free- 
holders, and in view of that state of af- 
fairs she, as a/“female freeholder, was 
requested to sit as a manager of the elec- 
tion. Mrs. Smith consented in view of 
the fact that her husband and brother 
were the other two managers. 

No objection was raised at the time to 
a proceeding in which a woman took the 
part of electidn manager. The venerable 
clectors of Marion county who have been 
voting the democratic ticket since they 
were small boys came in as usual at the 
last election to perform this duty of citi- 
zership.: They simply raised their eye- 
brows in astonishment at the sicht of a 
woman doing the work of manager. They 
had never in their long experience seen 
anything just like it before, but they 
raised no protest. 

It is said that Mrs. Smith made one of 
the vefy best managers that particular 
precinct in Marton county ever rad, but 
this rumor aside, when Mrs. smith came 
to draw her legal allowance tor the work 
she had done the officers rotified her that 
since the election law prohibited wemen 
acting as manager they had no a thority 
to pay her for her services. M's. Smith 
is not satisfied with.the legal opinions 
furnished in Marion, and yesterday At- 
torney General Terrell received a let- 


ter from her in which she sets forth the 
cause of her complaint and Cemands to 
know whether or not she is entitled to 
receive pay. The letter is as follows:

Three Other Similar Institutions 
‘Placed in Receivers’ Hands in 
Past Year, 


Judge Don A. Pardee, 
States Circuit Court, yesterday placed 
the Interstate Building and Loan Asso- 
ciation, of this city, in the hands of a 
receiver, pursuant to a petition filed by 
Attorneys Ellis & Ellis representing J. 
Wm. Flynn and A. R. Heyward, Jr., two 
of the share holders of the concerp. On 
the requests of the directors, William H. 
Scott, secretary of the association, was 
appointed - receiver. Attorney Shepard 
Bryan was also appointed special master 
The bond 
of the receiver was named as $10,000. 

In addition to the receivership, the pe- 
titioners also reguested that the share- 
holders be enjoined from in any manner 
disposing of their stock in the associa- 
tion. They do not claim thalt the con- 
cern is insolvent, but they alleged that 
its plan as a building and loan association 
has been a failure... This is the fourth 
building and loan association for which 


application has been made for a receiver | 
The petitioners | 


during the past year. 
in this last case both resided in Colum- 
pia, &. C. 

The association has filed a communica- 
tion with the court signed by A. Mc. D. 
Wilson, president, and W. H. Scott, secre- 
tary, in which it is stated that the re- 


ceivership petitioned will not be resisted, | 


as it is believed such a course is: for the 
best interest of the shareholders. 

The petition for a receiver-is* lengthy, 
and contains some interesting allegations. 
Among other things it sets forth the fol- 
lowing: 

The Inter State Building & Loan As- 
sociation began business May 29, 


Building & Loan Association, of Atlanta”’, 
Later this name was changed. The busi- 
ness was conducted on the building so- 
ciety plan, the funds being gathered by 
periodical payments of installments of 
the dues by the members and _ ~share- 
holders and the lending out of funds so 
accumulated exclusively to members by 
way of advancements upon shares. 

The scheme of this plan was that when 
the payments, together with the profits 
earned should equal the sum or value 
of $100 a share, the shares were 
deemed matured and the non-borrowing 
members could withdraw $100 per share. 
The borrowing members were also re- 
leased from further payment and their 
obligations and securities to the associa- 
tion were released and returned to them. 

The progress of the business was satis- 
factory for a series of years, until ad- 
verse financial conditions, which prevailed 
generally, operated peculiar hardships up- 
on the institution. Notwithstanding this 
condition, however, the business con- 
tinued favorable until April 1900, when 
three other building and loan associations 
were placed in the hands of receivers. 
This proved a great shock to the asso- 
ciation it is said as it had the effect of 
creating the impression that it would 
be unable to mature its shares and suc- 
cessfully carry out its plans. 

Since that time a large number of in- 
vested shareholders have filed notice of 
the withdrawal] of their shares. There 
are on file unpaid 506 shares aggregating 

28,041.91 withdrawal value. In meeting 
these and other necessary payments the 
cash balance has been practitally ex- 
hausted and the profit accounts has cor- 
respondingly decreased. 

Numerous borrowing shareholders have 
aiso fallen into arrears in the payment of 
interest, dues and premiums, so that out 
cf a total of $74,300 outstan real 
estate loans, seventy-five loans agtregat- 
ing $40,900 are in arrears, leaving only 
$33,400 of real estate loans, on which the 
installments of dues, interest and prem- 
fums are being paid.

The mflitary court cafed for the trial 
of Captain Aldred, formerly of the At- 
lanta Zouaves; Lieutenant Watt and Ser- 
geant Huff, of the Atlanta Grays, will 
convene this evening at 8 o’clock in room 
33 of the state capitol. 

Colonel George M. Napier, of Monroe, 
who has been designated by Governor 
Candler to act as judge advocate of the 
courtmartial, reached Atlanta yesterday 
afternoon and proceeded at once to re- 
view the charges brought against the 
three officers.

It regarded 
probable that since the charges against 
Captain Aldred were first made, and also 
the fact that the charges against that 
officer are of a more serious nature than 
those against the two officers of the At- 
lanta Grays, that his case will first be 
considered by the coart.

Washington, December 31.—Refunding 
operations under the financial act of 
March l4th last, closed today. In dis- 
cussing the subject today Assistant Sec- 
retary Vanderlip said:

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ATLANTA’S FINANCES IN 
EXCELLENT CONDITION 


Comptroller J. H. 
compieted his annual report, which deals 
with the financial condition of the city 
during the past year. The report is an 
interesting document and shows that the 
close the century finds Atdanta in a 
nrost excellent condition financially. 

A report of Treasurer T. J. Peeples 
showing the balance in the treasury and 
the amount of money in bank is’ ineer- 
porated in the comptroller’s report, -and 
combined with the figures of the comp- 
troller is an exact record of how the city 
Stands.in reference to its money matters. 

The report shows the receipts of the 
city for the year to be $1,360,820.24, while 
the disbursements amount to $1,363,771.44. 
The total amount of fhoney which the city 
has on hand and with which she starts 
the new century is $212,441.21. 

A comparison with ‘last year’s figures 
makes plain the facet that the city is at 
present in better condition, in regard to 
finances, -than it was at the end of 1899. 
Both receipts and expenditures are great- 
The total] receipts 
247,456.44, and the disburse- 
ments were $1,594,303.28, and the comptrol- 
ler began the new year with a balance of 
$210,751.75. The 1899 disbursements figures 
are greater than for the past year, but 
that is aecounted for by the fact. that 
$300,000 of the amount was expended to re- 
deem bonds.

the foregoing report shows 
the bonded indebtedriess of the city to 
be $2,799,804.82. At:the close of last year 
this debt was $2,927,500, but since that 
time bonds to the amount of $127,695.18 
have been purchased by the bond sink- 
ing fund commission. 

One of the most interesting features of 
the report ts in connection with the dis- 
bursements for street work. The report 
shows expenditures in this direction to 
be $32,023.42 greater for the past year than 
they were during 1899. The street work 
expenditure for 1900 was $111,173.91. while 
during the year previous only $79,150.49 
was expended on this work. Of the 

ount spent the past year about $70,000 
wa used ‘or permanent street. work, the 
major-portion of which is represented in 
asphalt pavement. Puring the year 1899 
only about $19,000 was expended on perma- 
nent street work and. no asphalt pave- 
ment was laid at all. This demonstrates 
the fact that Atlanta is moving forward 
with very rapid strides. The details of 
the street work will be shown in the re- 
port of the commissioner of public works. 

The comptroller’s report represents an 
immense amount of work and Comptrol- 
ler Goldsmith deserves much credit for 
having completed it in such a prompt 
manner,

The full strength 
of the market was not maintained 
to the close, and prices showed a tendency to 
slip back during the latter part of the day, 
in spite of the sustaining force of the ex- 
traordinary strength in a few stocks, but the 
closing day of the year and of the century was 
nevertheless signalized by the highest prices 
for the year or for all past time in not a few 
stocks. The most conspicuous of these was 
Pennsylvania. which opened with an upward 
rush under a congestion of buying orders which 
called for no less than 10,000 shares to be im- 
mediately purchased at the opening. This car- 
ried the price up to 149%. The price got back 
to the high point again after the opening rvuch, 
but did not hold and closed nearly a point 
lower. St. Paul crept up perilously near to 
Pennsylvania’s level, selling at one time only 
% below the great trunk line stock. The 
absorption of Northern Pacific was very heavy, 
the price rising at the opening 3% over Sat- 
urday under a competing rush of orders to buy 
at the market. Later in the day there was 
a recrudescence of strength in the Erie stocks 
under the itinfluence of the semi-official an- 
nouncement of the terms of the bond issue for 
financing the purchase. of the Pennsylvania 
Coal Company. The first preferred stock was 
rushed up to .63%. which was 5% over Sat- 
urday. The prices of all three of the stocks 
mentioned were high above all previous records. 
The same was true of other stocks in the ralil- 
road list, but the general movement otherwise 
was to a large extent {In sympathy with the 
movement in group. This specialized strength 
also served as a sustainig force for a very 
large amount of profit taking, as has con- 
stantly ban the case recently. After the man- 
ner in which London’s weakness was ignored on 
Saturday, the apprehensions of trouble there 
today were not looked to for much effect 
here. But the unexpectedly favorable aryect 
of affairs there did serve as a fillip to the tnar- 
ket, and London buying here was a factor of 
strength, although there was sufficient selling 
for that account in other stocks to leave the 
buying on balance only small. The strength 
of the sterling exchange market, in face of 
London buying here, was. very significant. 
Commercial bills of exchange against both 
cotton and grain are reported rather rcarce, 
and it is probable thers is some demand for 
exchange for remittance of annual obligations 
to London. But the special demand for ster- 
ling is probably to be explained by the lend- 
ing of New York money in London. The exi 
gencies of the Londgn market and the abund- 
ance of funds in New York, in spite of all the 
eastraordinary demand, point to such a process 
being in progress. The year closed with a 6 
per cent call loan rate only momentarily main- 
tained. It ran off afterwards to 5 per cent 
and lower. This was partly due to the fact 
that many Icans last Friday were made to 
carry over until Wednesday. 

There was come diminution In the buying of 
bonds, and prices declined in some portions 
of the list, while advancing at others. Total 
sales, par value, $4,375,000. The notable re- 
lapse in the prices of government bonds “s a 
significant reminder that the price premium 
commanded by the process of refunding into 
the new 2s is no longer payable by the gov- 
ernment,.the refunding operations ceasing to- 
day.

New York, December 3!.—The upward move- 
ment which was in progress in the stock mar- 
ket at the close of bustness on Saturday was 
resumed in noteworthy proportions upon the 
opening of business this morning. Speculative 
interest was favorably influenced by. the fact 
that the London market appeared to be’ re- 
covering from .the scare induced by the num- 
erous failures announced on Saturday. No 
additional insolvencies were reported. Lon- 
don quotations for Americans showed general 
and substantial advances, the gains in some 
instances being in excess of one per cent. 
A further very favorable influence in the mar- 
ket was the showing made by the banks in 
their weekly statement on Saturday, which 
was assumed to indicate that there was little 
further danger of anything approaching mtmon- 
etary stringency. There was otherwise vir- 
tually nothing of a financial nature in the news 
from Saturday. As regarded the general mar- 
két or particular stocks, interest centered 
latgely in the railroads in which some par- 
ticularly rapid advances were scored. 

Northern Pacific was a conspicuous feature 
in an advance extending to 2 points in both 
the common and preferred shares. Union Pa- 
cifle was likewise notably strong and active, 
The dealings in the Grangers were unusually 
an'meted. St. Paul was again notably strong 
and active, while Burlington, after opening 
higher, reacted sharply. Pennsylvania was a 
conspicuous feature of the higher priced stocks 
in a notably sharp advance. Other stocks in 
which the advance attained noteworthy pro- 
portions were the Atchisons, 
Nashville, Baltimore and Ohio, Delaware and 
Hudson.

BURGLAR SHOT AT 
CLARENCE MOURE 


Bullet Shattered a Lamp Which 
He Held in His Hand, 


HAD AVERY CLOSE CAL 


Well-Known Citizen of Third Ward 
Has an Exciting Experience. 
He Chased the Burglar and 
Shot at Him—Dropped 
Booty. 


When Clarence E. Moore stepped from 
his room into a hall at his residence, No. 
373 East Fair street, this morning about 
1:30 o'clock he was met by a pistol which 
was thrust into his face and in another 
moment he saw the flash of the weapon 
and heard the glass lamp in his hand 
crash as the pleces fell to the floor with 
the renort of the pistol. 

When he beheld the burglar he made a 
motion to lift the weapon he held’ in his 
own hand and this movement changed 
the position of his body enough to divert 
the aim of the burglar and the bullet in- 
Stead uf striking his body went a little to 
one side and hit the lamp. 

The call. was,a close one, but Moore, 
who has always been noted for his coél- 
ness and bravery, stood his ground and 
no sooner had the burglar taken his shot 
than he also fired. 

The burglar did not stand his ground, 
for when he fired he turned and ran to- 
ward the back door, by which he had 
forced his way into the house.

The thief ran into the back yard with

Moore reported to the police thatihe be- 
lieved he had hit his man and Call Officer 
Doyal went to the house and made an in- 
vestigation.

Clarence Moore stated to a reporter of 
The Constitution that he awoke about 
half-past 1 o’clock and heard a noise in 
the back hall.
